appears to be the goat for all 
manner of pranks that are concocted 
by factors who seem to have no 
other purpose in view than that of 
making a quick profit from the in- 
dustry as long as they can. They 
seem to think that the people who 
are their customers are totally gul- 
lible and, therefore, deserving of 
any kind of treatment it pleases 
these factors to hand out. 

The September 21st issue of the 
Saturday Evening Post carries a 
full page advertisement of Mont- 
gomery Ward & Company devoted 
entirely and exclusively to the mar- 
keting of warm air heaters. There 
are several prize statements in this 
advertisement that do nothing so 
much as remind us of the story 
about giving the calf enough rope, 
etc. Here’s one of them: 

“Tt is this tremendous distribution 
each year coupled with 
Ward’s direct method of selling 

. which accounts for Ward’s 
ability to put the . . warm air 
furnace into your home, not only at 
a surprisingly low price, but under 
an unconditional guarantee, and on 
trial for two entire heating seasons! 
From the moment of installation 
you are protected by the definite 
statement that ‘if any . . warm 
air furnace fails to give you com- 
plete satisfaction, you may return it 
any time within two years from date 
of purchase, and we will refund 
your money, as well as pay trans- 
portation charges.’ ”

Warm air furnace man- 
ufacturers for the most 
part have arrived at a 
stage in their advertising 
where they realize that ad- 
vertising such as_ that 
spoken of here does more 
harm than good and they 
are making at least a pas- 
sive effort to do away 
with it. 

To be forewarned is to 
be forearmed. Therefore 
furnace wistallers, wher- 
ever they come in contact 
with this type of advertis- 
ing, should make a strenu- 
ous effort to show the pub- 
lic how and why it is im- 
possible for the program 
outlined to be carried out, 
and the public will be the 
losers in the end. It is 
merely an attempt to take 
advantage of the gullibil- 
ity of a certain class of 
people. 








has the . furnace all the im- 
portant features known to modern 
furnace design, but it is built from 
100 to 200 pounds heavier than 
other furnaces selling at two and 
three times the furnace 
price !” 

The ad then goes on to stress the 
fact that the booklet which accom- 
panies each furnace makes it a sim- 
ple matter for the home owner to 
install his own furnace. 


In respect to the guarantee, those 
men must either be magicians or 
they must have some mighty sim- 
plified rules by which the home 
owner would be enabled to put his 
furnace in properly himself in such 
a way that it will give him the satis- 
faction he is after during the two 
heating seasons. That set of rules 
would be enlightening indeed. 

In regard to that portion of the 
advertisement which refers to the 
weights and prices, it is hard to be- 
lieve that any intelligent person 
would not question immediately the 
veracity of the statement made. The 
prices quoted on a pipe furnace are 
from $66 to $203. The circulation 
of the medium in which the ad- 
vertisement appears is principally 
among the “white collar” class of 
worker. It most assuredly would 
be interesting to learn how they 
justify those statements. Or do they 
intend to justify their statements ? 
Perhaps it is just pure “Bunk” and 
they expect to get away with it. 

It is indeed a shame that this very 
costly advertising space is not taken 
up with the extolling of the merits 
of so worthy a product as the warm 
air heating system is. We all know 
that a warm air heating system 
properly installed can’t be beat for 
service and satisfaction to the cus- 
tomer. Why, then, should a mes- 
sage of such a character as this be 
sent broadcast on such golden wings 
without thought or consideration for 
the results it will bring?

With the compasses ex- 
tended from E to (, and with E 
as a center and C as a radius, strike 
an arc from C to A. 


Divide this arc from C to A into 
4 equal parts, as shown by C-O-P- 
©. The end pieces of any elbow 
always take one division, while the 
middle ones always take two divi- 
So we will. draw the miter 


lines from E through Q and 
extend it to F and the other 
miter line from E through 
O and extend it to G. 

Now draw lines from the 
division points in half sec- 
tion X parallel to 7-A-B 
until they touch the miter 
line EF. Proceed in the 
same manner with the divi- 
sion points in half section 
Y and draw lines parallel to 
8-C-B until they touch miter line 
E-G. We carr now draw lines from 
the points on the two miter lines 
connecting the round end with the 
oblong end of the middle piece with 
solid lines, as shown from 1 to 2, 
from 3 to 4, from 5 to 6, and so 
forth. 


Next draw dotted lines from 2 
on the miter line of the oblong end 














See ee 
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to 3 on the miter line of the round 
end and continue to connect all 
points as shown. 

The end pieces K and M are de- 
veloped as ordinary elbow pieces by 
the parallel line method. The mid- 
dle piece L is developed by triangu- 
lation. I presume that your corre- 
spondent is capable to develop the 
patterns for the end pieces, so we 
will proceed with the pattern for the 
middle piece. 

Ordinarily before proceeding to 
develop the pattern for the middle 
piece, we have to find the shape of 
it at each end, as it is on the miter 
lines 1-13 and 2x-14x, for the pur- 
pose of getting the true spacings on 
the miter cut. But in practice we 
eliminate that and instead we use 
the spacings of the miter cuts from 
the patterns of the end pieces K 
and M. 

As all lines drawn on piece L do 
not appear in their true lengths, we 
will have to find them before we 
can develop the pattern. In the dia- 
gram of the true lengths, a method 
is shown how the true lengths are 
found. The first thing to consider 
is the position of the seams. If we 
place the seams on line 7-8 we will 
have to develop two different pat- 
terns, on the other hand if we place 
the seams in the heel and throat, 
one pattern will be sufficient and 
some time can be saved, making the 
elbow that way. 

So we will develop half of the 
pattern with the seams in the heel 
and throat. In order to find the true 
lengths of all the lines on piece L, 
we set off all the lengths from piece 
L in elevation on a horizontal line 
S-T in regular order as shown in 
the diagram from 1-2x-2-3-4-5-6-7- 
8-9-10-11-12-13-14-14x. We then 
transfer the distances from the 
round section X and the oblong sec- 
tion Y to corresponding numbers in 
the diagram, measuring from the 
center line 1-7-13 on the round end 
and the center line 2x-8-14x on the 
oblong end. 

By setting up these distances ver- 
tically we can find the true lengths, 
by connecting all numbers in regular 
order with slanted lines, which are 
the true lengths for the pattern of 
the middle piece L. In order to 
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make the seams come in the heel 


and throat, we begin the pattern 


with line 7-8 from the slant lines 
in the diagram and place it as shown 
from 7-8 in L. We then pick off 
7-6 of the slant lines in the diagram 
and with point 7 in the pattern as 
a center, strike an arc somewhere 
near point 8. 

To locate point 6 on the pattern, 
pick off the distance 8-6 from the 
miter cut of pattern M and place 
it from 8-6 in pattern L as shown. 
We then locate point 5 in a similar 
manner. Take the distance 6-5 
from the slant lines of the diagram 
and with point 6 as a center, strike 
an arc, somewhere near point 7. To 
locate point 5, pick off the distance 
7-5 from the miter cut of pattern 
K and place it from 7-5 in pattern 
L as shown. 

We continue locating all the points 
for the pattern alternately, going 
from the round end to the oblong 
end and to the right and left of line 
8-7 until the whole pattern is devel- 
oped. All edges or seams must be 
allowed after the pattern is com- 
pleted.

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RELATIVE HUMIDITY 


Its Relation to Selling 


and 


Automatic Humidifiers 


HE expression “relative hu- 

midity” is used frequently by 
heating men, salesmen, and sales en- 
gineers, and many of them if asked 
the definition, would change the 
sukject. 

Relative humidity in buildings 
heated by warm air, fan or grav- 
ity, is of more consequence than is 
usually supposed. 

All air contains some moisture, 
but when this air is extremely cold 
it contains very little, and at zero 
or below it is practically dry. 

When a cubic foot of air at a 
given temperature has absorbed all 
the moisture it will hold, this air is 
called “saturated.” One cubic foot 
of air at 70 degrees will hold 7.98 
grains of moisture at saturation. 
This cubic foot of air will hold no 
more water. If we reduce the tem- 
perature of this cubic foot of air 
to 60 degrees, we have “precipita- 
tion,” as one cubic foot of air at 60 
will hold only 5.744 grains of mois- 
ture. This moisture leaves the air 
in the form of rain out of doors or 
condenses on cold surfaces indoors, 
and we see it on the ice pitcher or 
cold water pipes. Very often we 
can judge-the humidity by the rate 
of this condensation. But to get 
back to “relative humidity.” 

If we heat this cubic foot of air 
from 70 degrees (fully saturated) 
to 80 degrees, it will then hold 
10.933 grains of moisture, and as 
it contains only 7.98, we have 7.98 
divided by 10.933 equals .73 ap- 
proximately, or 73 per cent rela- 
tive to what it could hold at 100 
per cent saturation. Thus we de-

Progressive warm air dealers 
should purchase a wet and dry bulb 
thermometer and learn to estimate 
relative humidity. The process is 
very simple. Try it out in the aver- 
age warm air heated home on a 
winter day and get a shock. 

Authorities tell us that we should 
maintain 40 to 50 per cent relative 
humidity in our homes. See if you 


can find even 15 per cent in the av-. 


erage home on a cold winter day. 
Let the house owner read the fig- 
ures himself, and then take his or- 
der for an automatic humidifier.

HEN properly made and ap- 

plied, the sheet metal cornice 
offers a solution to many construc- 
tion problems of the architect and 
building engineer. It also has many 
outstanding advantages, among 
which are lightness in weight, dur- 
ability, relative low cost, protection 
against fire and against endanger- 
ing the lives of pedestrians walking 
below. 

The difference in weight, for in- 
stance, between a metal and a stone 
cornice is sufficient to enable the 
contractor by using the latter type 
of cornice to reduce by a consider- 
able degree the weight which the 
foundations of the building must 
carry. 

The second large advantage ac- 
cruing from the use of the metal 
cornice is that the metal cornice re- 
duces to the minimum the possibil- 
ity of injury or death to pedestrians 
from falling stones. Its lighter 
weight and the readiness with which 
it can be securely fastened to the 
bui'ding skeleton or framework 
make it particularly desirable and 
useful. 

Instances are not wanting where 
stone cornices have fallen to the 
sidewalk and inflicted injury and 
even death upon numbers of people 
who happened to be walking direct- 


ly below at the time.

Such occurrences bring demands 
for the payment of damages and 
entail expensive lawsuits, etc. Not 
long ago in Chicago the mortar be- 
came loose on a stone cornice, a 
high wind came up and dislodged 
the stone, which in turn went crash- 
ing through the cement sidewalk 
below, carrying several people along 
with it into the basement of the 
building. A day or so later this 
experience was duplicated in Mil- 
waukee. 

Just recently the people of Auro- 
ra, Illinois, became aroused to the 
point of action because the stones 
began dropping from the cornices 
of their City Hall. Finally the 
city council decided that it was 
cheaper to have:-the cornices re- 
newed than to run the chance any 
longer of having to pay heavy dam- 
age suits, and the accompanying 
illustrations show the work in prog- 
ress of renewing the cornices with 
metal. The work is being done by 
George Bushman, sheet metal con- 
tractor at 57 South La Salle Street, 
Aurora, Illinois. 

















Members of the National Asso- 
ciation of Sheet Metal Contractors 
have long felt that it is perfectly 
possible for them to restore the 
metal cornice to an even greater en- 
joyment of popularity than that 
which it once had. They have an- 
alyzed the causes of failure of the 
metal cornice where such has been 
the case and have determined that 
the industry itself was largely re- 
sponsible for it. Thereupon they 
set about making amends and have 
compiled a book entitled “Standard 
Practice in Sheet Metal Work,” 
which not only treats with the prop- 
er methods to use in erecting sheet 
metal cornices, but gives construc- 
tion details on all kinds of sheet 
metal construction work. 


This book will be placed in the 
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hands of architects so that they in 
turn can learn and appreciate to the 
fullest extent the advantages accru- 
ing to building owners from the 
specification of sheet metal that is 
properly designed and properly ap- 
plied for roofing, cornices, and all 
manner of additional purposes, 
where metal would be practical, but 
where substitutes have been intro- 
duced to take its place. 

It is hoped that students in sheet 
metal will take every possible op- 
portunity to study metal cornice 
construction, because there is little 
doubt that it will again come to oc- 
cupy a conspicuous place in build- 
ing construction. Within a year or 
so the effects of the distribution of 
the book will begin to be felt and 
then there will be a steady increase 


in the use of metal, not alone for 
cornices, but for many other pur- 
poses. The contractor who knows 
his stuff will then be in a good po- 
sition to ride in on the crest of the 
wave. 

As we go to press on this story, 
we note with interest that our con- 
temporary in New York, Sheet 
Metal Worker, for September 20th, 
carries the following story on a 
fatal accident caused by the drop- 
ping of a stone cornice:

G. C. Fitzgerald Wants 
Information on Single 
Lock Standing Seam 

To AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I am a reader of AMERICAN 
ARTISAN, also a subscriber, and have 
been reading the little arguments 
on the advisability of soldering cross 
seams on standing seam in tin roofs. 

As a metal worker and roofer, I 
agree and disagree with both men 
on this subject. In the first place 
I think a tin roof should by all 
means be laid flat and all seams 
soldered and with great care and 
not like some seams I have seen. 
But if said tin roof must be stand- 
ing seam to please owner or archi- 
tect, then make all cross seams 
double locked and there is no need 
for any solder. I don’t think there 
is going to be any water blow or 
soak through, as Mr. Nye says. For 
I put a standing seam, galvanized 
iron roof on a building a few years 
ago where there was a sag of about 
six feet from the eave so bad that 
water stood and covered the stand- 
ing seam and there has never been 
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a leak on this roof and it has been 
tested many times. The cross seams 
were all double locked. 

It is a certainty that all sheets 
have got to be squared on galvan- 
ized iron, both on ends and sides, 
so as to be made perfectly straight 
or there will be some real trouble 
before you get very far. I rather 
think a real good roof can be put 
on either way. 

The whole success lies in the 
mechanic’s ability to take sufficient 
time and care in his work to make 
a real good roof, hence it is mostly 
the contractor’s ideas about how he 
wants his work done. 

I like to read these little ideas of 
other people as to how to do their 
work, as no one man knows it all 
and he can get some valuable in- 
formation from these little talks. In 
conclusion I want any and every 
one who wishes to give me their 
opinion on what they think of single 
lock standing seams, I know of a 
contractor in this part of the coun- 
try who puts metal roofs on that 
way. Now to get this right, I mean 
the standing seam is not double 
locked.

Unburned Combustibles 
from Cokes Used in 
Domestic Furnaces 

One of the desirable properties 
of a fuel for use in domestic fur- 
naces is that it should be possible to 
allow the fuel bed to burn until only 
a small quantity of unburnt fuel is 
left and yet be able to add fresh fuel 
without the fire going out or ‘with- 
out the use of kindling. Cokes give 
more trouble because of failure to 
start the fresh charge than do coals. 

The quantity of unburnt coke left 
in a furnace when the fire is allowed 
to burn itself out is one measure of 
this ability to start a fresh charge. 
Measurements of this unburnt fuel 
have been made in a series of tests 
being conducted at the Pittsburgh 
Experiment Station of the United 
States Bureau of Mines, Depart- 
ment of Commerce. The quantity 
of unburnt fuel increases with the 
size of the coke pieces as fired. This 
increase was found to be approxi- 
mately proportional to the mean 
screen size of the coke up to 14 
inches mean screen size; above this 
size the rate of increase tends to be 
less. The quantity of unburnt fuel 


decreases slowly as the rate of burn- 
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ing increases, this decrease being 
more rapid for rates of burning be- 
low two pounds per square foot per 
hour. The quantity of unburnt fuel 
varies with different cokes. It does 
not apear to be related to any one 
other quality for high-temperature 
cokes, but light weight cokes gave 
lower residue. The combustible resi- 
due from the low-temperature cokes 
tested was lower than for the high- 
temperature coke. 
Inerts in Coal 

An investigation of the effort of 
inerts in coal on its utilization has 
just been undertaken by the United 
States Bureau of Mines at its Pitts- 
burgh Experiment Station. This 
work, which is being done in coop- 
eration with the Carnegie Institute 
of Technology and the Pittsburgh 
Coal Company, will deal primarily 
with the effect of “fusion” or min- 
eral charcoal on coking properties 


‘of coal and with the effect of ash 


constituents on clinker formation. 
Several mines of the Pittsburgh bed 
have been sampled and the coal 
benches are being analyzed sepa- 
rately for distribution of inert mat- 
ter. Coking properties of the vari- 
ous benches will be determined and 
the softening points of the ashes as 
well. 
The Sulphur Problem 

The clinkering of the ash in a fur- 
nace does not always vary directly 
with the sulphur content of the coal, 
states J. F. Barkley, in Technical 
Paper 436, recently issued by the 
United States Bureau of Mines, De- 
partment of Commerce. In com- 
mon practice the sulphur content has 
been used as an index of clinkering 
tendencies, and for many coals it 
will serve fairly well for this pur- 
pose. The fusibility of coal ash de- 
pends upon such factors as the ratio 
of the silica to the bases, the nature 
of the bases, the percentage of 
aluminum, etc. When the ratio of 
the silica to the bases is very high 
or very low the ash-fusion tempera- 
ture is high. When sulphur occurs 
in the coal as a component of iron 
pyrites it indexes to a great extent 
the amount of the effective base, 
iron. When no iron is present there 
generally exists a highly siliceous 
ash of high-fusion temperature. 
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When much iron is present thé sil- 
ica-base ratio is apt to be such that 
an ash of low-fusion temperature 
occurs. At times in fuel beds be- 
cause of lack of oxygen the iron is 
oxidized to ferrous oxide, which 
forms with silica ferrous silicates 
that have a relatively low fusion 
temperature. Some coals quite low 
in sulphur have an ash of low fusion 
temperature due to the nature and 
relative amounts of their mineral 
constituents. Sulphur in the organic 
compounds undoubtedly has little or 
no effect on the clinkering. 

A discussion of the sulphur prob- 
lem in burning coal is given in Bu- 
reau of Mines Technical Paper 436, 
which may be obtained from the 
Superintendent of Documents, Gov- 
ernment Printing Office, Washing- 
ton, D. C., at a price of five cents.

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Steel Trade Sentiment Uncertain 


Other Users Than Auto Industry Active, But Latter’s Influence Dominant— 
13,000 Cars Pending—Rail Tonnage Grows—Need Plates 


CTIVE as the railroads are in 

the steel market, with 13,000 
freight cars on inquiry, 170,000 
tons of rails placed in the past week 
and more than 300,000 tons pend- 
ing, they fail to lift sentiment made 
heavy by continued shrinkage in 
steel requirements of the automotive 
industry. 

The five major consuming lines, 
including the automotive, are today 
taking substantially as much steel as 
a year ago, a further decline in 
specifications and production bring- 
ing the general level of activity 
down to a parity with last Septem- 
ber, when the industry was working 
up to its October peak. 

The building, farm implement and 
gas, water and oil industries are ac- 
counting for practically the same 
proportion of steel business as in 
the earlier months of the year, and 
the railroads have developed a burst 
of activity. But steel producers ap- 
pear greatly impressed by the de- 
cline in automotive tonnage and are 
disposed to watch exterior influences 
more closely, with more frequent 
pulse-taking one result. 

A few soft spots in prices are 
apparent. Strip, wire rods, scrap, 
wire and nails are weaker in some 
districts. On the whole, however, 
there is little inclination on the part 
of producers to “buy” business, but 
there is some expectation by con- 
sumers that their declining demands 
will elicit concessions. 

New pig iron business is fair at 
Pittsburgh. Although shipments 
have fallen slightly below the Au- 
gust rate, the movement balances 
production. 

Current sales include a number of 
medium and small orders for fourth 
quarter, but large lots are lacking. 

The basic market has been quiet 
recently, with $18.50, valley, largely 
nominal. Merchant furnace opera- 
tions are unchanged, although back- 
logs are not extensive. 

Considerable fourth quarter iron 


remains to be placed. Prices con- 
tinue steady at $18.50, valley, for 
No. 2 foundry and basic, and $19 
for bessemer and malleable. 

Supplies of northern iron are 
barely adequate to meet the require- 
ments of melters. Incomplete sched- 
ules of shipping orders from malle- 
able foundries for fourth quarter 
indicate a slightly heavier demand 
than for the third. 

Several lots of southern iron were 
placed in this district in the week at 
$19.01, delivered, Chicago, or $13, 
base, Alabama furnace. Most south- 
ern sellers are holding to $13.50 or 
more. The northern price is $20, 
base, Chicago. 

Sales of pig iron now are getting 
back to the small lot class at Bir- 
mingham. Prices are $14 to $14.50, 
base, Birmingham. 

One company states the next three 
months will see practically all of its 
surplus stock removed, and_ the 
probable make for the period also 
shipped out. Others report that 
shipments will be steady and inroads 
will be made on stocks. 

Sales now being made are mainly 
for local consumption. 

Lack of active buying of all non- 
ferrous metals has been the out- 
standing characteristic of the non- 
ferrous metal market this week. 

Demand for both copper and lead, 
which earlier in the month featured 
the market, dropped off last week 
and brought these metals into a drab 
position comparable with zinc, tin 
and antimony. 


Such current business as has been 
booked has tentered on spot and 
nearby deliveries. Forward buying 
has been entirely lacking. 

Prices, however, have been un- 
changed with the exception of tin, 
which has fluctuated within a very 
narrow margin. Some resale lots of 
prime western zinc have sold at a 
shade under market quotations. 
Copper 

Domestic buying especially has 


lagged. Demand has been limited 
to prompt shipments. Sales of 
metal for export also have declined 
from the more rapid pace of about 
two weeks ago. 

Despite this decline, sales of cop- 
per for shipment abroad so far this 
month have totaled about 55,000 
tons in excess of sales during the 
corresponding weeks of August. 

The workers’ strike at the 
Chrome, N. J., refinery of the 
American Metal Co., Ltd., which had 
been preventing output of about 
5,000 tons a week was settled at the 
close of last week and operations 
were resumed Monday. Specifica- 
tions against old orders for copper 
and brass products .are reported 
active, but little ngw business has 
been placed for November ship- 
ments. 

Tin 

Prices have shifted comparatively 
little and buying here and abroad 
has been light. Practically the only 
bullish factor to enter the market 
has been the estimate that Straits 
shipments for the month may be 
nearer 7,000 tons than the 8,000 
tons previously estimated. 

Lead 

Buying has lagged, but prices 
have held unchanged. On Tuesday, 
however, a touch of the heavy 
metal’s former strength earlier in 
the month was in evidence when 
sales became fairly brisk. Producers 
are well booked on September and 
October shipments. 

Zinc 

Producers still are firm in their 
quotation of 6.80 cents, East St. 
Louis, on prime western metal, al- 
though the market has continued 
extremely dull and some _ limited 
tonnages of resale zinc have been 
sold a shade less than prevailing 
prices. Sheet zinc prices were ad- 
vanced 25 cents per 100 pounds on 
Tuesday, but producers held strip 
zinc quotations unchanged. Rolled 
zinc product sales have been active.
